The Knife That Cuts 


It is rather difficult to answer God’s 
words successfully.

It was 
the Word of God, ‘sharper than any two- 
edged sword.’ Semei’s assailant trembied, 
and then bolted out of doors and disap-

He is using a weapon 
that cannot be defeated, for it is “living, 
and powerful, . . . piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and. spirit, and

HAVE long wanted to explain to you 
| and others in writing (which is easier 

to me to be clear in, than in conversa- 
tion, with its natural interruptions) what 
I see as to the subject’ which to me was 
undoubtedly the portal into a happy life. 
As to “perfectionism” or “sinlessness,” I 
have all along, and over and over again, 
said I never did, and do not now, hold 
either. “Sinlessness” belongs \jonly to Christ 
now, and to our glorified state in Heaven, 
I believe it to be not merely an impossi- 
bility on earth, but an actual contradiction 
of our very being, which cannot be “sin- 
less” till the resurrection change has passed 
upon us.

but “according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19). . Will God 
keep his word? When we received his Son 
as our Saviour we became an heir of prom- 
ise.

Because “God, willing more abundantly 
to shew unto the heirs of promise the

and it is again actively, because really, sin- 
ning; and that it is only as, and while, 
kept by the power of God himself that we 
are not sinning against him; one instant 
of standing alone is certain fall! 

But, (premising that), have we not been 
limiting the cleansing power of the precious 
blood when applied by the Holy Spirit, and 
also the keeping power of our God? Have 
we not been limiting 1 John 1:7, by prac- 
tically making it refer only to “the remis- 
sion of sins that are past,” instead of tak- 
ing the grand simplicity of “cleanseth us 
from all sin’? “AII” is all; and as we may 
trust him to cleanse from the stain of. past 
sins, sO we may trust him to cleanse from 
all present defilement; yes, all! If not, we 
take away from this most precious promise, 
and, by refusing to take it in its fullness, 
lose the fullness of its application and 
power. Then we limit God’s power to 
“keep”; we look at our frailty more than 
at his omnipotence. Where is the line to 
be drawn, beyond which he is not “able”? 
The very keeping implies total helplessness 
without it, and the vey cleansing most 
distinctly implies defilement without. it. It 
was that one word “cleanseth” which 
opened the door of the very glory of hope 
and’ joy tome; I had never: seen the. force 
of the tense before, a continual present, 
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always a present tense, not a present which 
the next moment becomes a past. It goes 
on cleansing, and I have no words to tell 
how my heart rejoices in it. Not a com- 
ing to be cleansed in the fountain only, but 
a remaining in the fountain, so that it may 
and can go on cleansing, 

Why should we pare down the commands 
and promises of God to the level of what 
we have hitherto experienced of what God 
is “able to do,” or even of what we have 
thought he might be able to do for us? 
Why not receive God’s promises, nothing 
doubting, just as they stand? Take “the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able 
to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked” ; 
“God is able to make all grace abound 
toward you; that ye, always having all 
sufficiency in all things’; and so on, 
through whole constellations of promises, 
which surely mean really and fully what 
they say. 

One arrives at the same thing, starting 
almost from anywhere. Take Philippians 
4:19, “Your need”; well, what is my great 
need and craving of soul? Surely it is 
now, (having been justified by faith, and 
having assurance of salvation), to be made 
holy by the continual sanctifying power of 
God’s Spirit; to be kept from grieving the 
Lord Jesus; to be kept from thinking or 
doing whatever is not accordant with his 
holy will. Oh, what a need is this! And 
it is said, “My God shall supply all your 
need”; now, shall we turn around and say 
“all” does not mean quite all? Both as to 
the commands and the promises, it seems 
to me that anything short of believing them 
as they stand is but another form of “yea, 
hath God said?” 

Thus accepting, in simple and unquestion- 
ing faith, God’s. commands and promises, 
one seems to be at once brought into in- 
tensified views of everything. Never, oh, 
never before, did sin seem so hateful, so 
really “intolerable,” nor watchfulness so 
necessary, and a keenness and wninter- 
ruptedness of watchfulness, too, beyond what 
one ever thought of, only somehow differ- 
ent, not a distressed sort but a happy sort. 
It is the watchfulness of a sentinel when his 
captain is standing by him on the ramparts, 
when his eye is more than ever on the 
alert for any sign of the approaching 
enemy, because he knows they can only 
approach to be defeated. Then, too, the 
“all for Jesus” comes in; one sees there 
is no half way, it must be absolutely all 
yielded up, because the least unyielded or 
doubtful point is sin, let alone the great 
fact of owing all to Him. 

And one cannot, dare not, temporize with 
sin. I know, and have found, that even 
a@ momentary hesitation about yielding, or 
obeying, or trusting and believing, vitiates 
all, the communion is broken, the joy van- 
ished; only, thank God, this never need 


to continue even five minutes, faith may: 


plunge instantly into “the fountain open 
for sin and uncleanness,” and again find 
its power to cleanse and restore. Then one 
wants to have more and more light; one 
does not shrink from painful discoveries 
of evil, because one so wants to have the 
unknown depths of it cleansed as well as 
what comes to the surface. “Cleanse me 
from my sin,” and one prays to be shown 
this. But so far as one does see, one must 
“put away sin” and obey entirely; and here 
again His power is our resource, enabling 
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us to do what without it we could not do. 

One of the intensest moments of my life 
was when I saw the force of that word 
“cleansing.” The utterly unexpected and 
altogether unimagined sense of its fulfill- 
ment to me, on simply believing it in its 
fullness, was just indescribable, I expected 
nothing like it short of Heaven. I am so 
thankful that, in the whole matter, there 
was as little human instrumentality as well 
could be, for certainly two sentences in let- 
ters from a total stranger were little. .I 
say only two sentences, for nothing else 
seemed to make much difference to me; all 
the rest was, I am sure, God’s own direct 
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teaching. And you know I have read no 
books and-attended no readings or confer- 
ences! I am so conscious of his direct 
teaching and guidance, through his Word 
and Spirit, in the matter that I cannot think 
I can ever unsee it again, 

I have waited many months before writ- 
ing this, so it is no new and untested theory 
to me;-in fact, experience came before the- 
ory and is more to me than any theory. 
But, understand me, it is “not as though 
I had already attained, either were already 
perfect; but I follow after . . . I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
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Are the Souls of All 
Babies Newly Created?

There are three schools of Christian 
thought, or theology, which attempt to ex- 
plain the creation of individuals. The three 
are called pre-existence, traducianism, and 
creationism. In the history of the Chris- 
tian Church pre-existence has not been very 
widely accepted; but traducianism and cre- 
ationism have each been held by large 
numbers of Christians, and it is generally 
admitted that creationism has been the more 
widely held. Two sound theologians of 
the last century have been the strongest 
modern advocaies of these two views, Dr. 
William G. T. Shedd arguing for tradu- 
cianism, and Dr, Charles Hodge for cre- 
ationism. 

Pre-existence is defined by Dr. Shedd 
as teaching “that all human souls were 
created in the beginning of creation, and 
before the creation of Adam.” 

The definition of traducianism, as. given 
by Dr. Shedd, and some of his arguments 
in favor of it, are as follows: 

“Traducianism applies the idea of species 
to both body and soul. Upon the sixth 
day God created two human individuals, 
one male and one female, and in them also 
created the specific psychico-physical nature 
from which all subsequent individuals of 
the human family are procreated both psy- 
chically and physically. . . . 

“The traducianist asserts that the entire 
invisible substance of all the generations 
of mankind was originated ex nihilo [out 
of nothing], by that single act of God 
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mentioned in Genesis 1:27, by which he 
created ‘man male and female.’ ... 

“There are three principal supports of 
traducianism. 1. Scripture, 2. Syste- 
matic Theology. 3. Physiology. 

“t, The preponderance. of the Biblical 
representations favors it. The Bible teaches 
that man is a species, and the idea of a 
species implies the propagation of the en- 
tire individual. In Genesis 1:26, 27, the 
man and the woman together are denomi- 
nated ‘man.’” 


At this point Dr. Shedd introduces, 


among others, the following Scripture texts 
to prove his point: Romans 7:1; 1 Cor- 
inthians 15:21; Colossians 1:1; 1 John 
3:15; John 1:13; Acts 17: 26; 1 Corinth- 
jans 15:22. In most cases the force of ‘his 
arguments can be seen only as Dr. Shedd 
explains the original meaning of the Greek 
words used. 

“Secondly, the theological argument 
strongly favors traducianism. (a) The im- 
putation of the first sin of Adam to all 
his posterity as a culpable act is best ex- 
= and defended upon the traducian

“(b) The transmission of the sinful in- 
clination is best explained by the traducian 
theory. ... 

“(d) The universality of sin is best ac- 
counted for by traducianism. .. .” 

From the physiological point of view Dr. 
belie gives the following reasons for his

“1. Man at every point in his history 
. is a union of soul and body, of mind 
and matter. .. 

“2. The creation of the soul subsequently 
to the conception of the body, and its in- 
fusion into it, is contrary to all the anal- 
ogies of nature. ... 


“3, If the body is propagated and the soul 
created, the body is six thousand years 
older than the soul, in the instance of an 
individual of this generation. Personal 
identity is jeoparded by such an hypothesis” 
(“Dogmatic Theology,” vol. 2, 1888). 

Dr. Hodge’s definition of creationism, 
and some of his arguments, much abbre- 
viated, are as follows: 

“The common doctrine of the Church, 


and especially of the Reformed theologians; 
has ever been that the soul of the child 


is not generated or derived from the par- 
ents, but that it is created by the imme-

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Ingersoll’s Love of Money and Contempt for the 


A conversation between the well known infidel 


and a courageous minister

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NE of the pioneer preachers of the 
QO old West was Henry A. Newell, 

D.D. More than thirty years ago 
Dr. Newell organized and for ten years 
was pastor of the great First Presbyterian 
Church of Hollywood, Cal., of which Dr. 
Stewart MacLennan is now pastor. Dr. 
Newell died some ten years ago. 

I recently talked with Mrs. Newell, Dr. 
Newell’s widow, in her home in Holly- 
wood. She is eighty-three years of age; 
a frail, little, late-autumn-leaf wisp of a 

, woman, weighing about ninety pounds, I 
should judge; wearing dark glasses, almost 
blind, very deaf; but alert, cheerful, happy 
in her memories of the past, and looking 
every day for the Lord’s return. 

“Yes,” she said, “I know all about THE 
Sunpay ScHoo. Times. We took it for 
fully forty years. But just this year I 
am so poor I had to give it up. I miss it 
so much,” 

She asked her housekeeper to show me 
a framed picture of Dr Newell hanging on 
a. wall—a sturdy, bearded man with a 
strong, thoughtful face. She told me about 
the Hollywood of thirty years ago, then 
a country suburb of Los Angeles strag- 
gling along the Hollywood foothills, now 
the film capital of the world.

“The streets were muddy in winter then,” 
she said. “I was always light and hus- 
band used often to pick me up and carry 
me across.” : 

' But Mrs. Newell’s old West memories 
go much farther back than the beginnings 
of the First Presbyterian Church and the 
muddy streets of Hollywood.

If you had spent the night in the same 
sleeping car with Robert Ingersoll, 
would you have opened conversation 
in the morning by comments on 
his snoring?

Mrs. Newell encouraged her 
pupil and strengthened the girl’s faith. 

On the evening of the lecture date when 
Mr. Newell came home after train time 
he found the girl waiting. 

“Did he come?” she nervously asked. 

“Didn’t you ask God to keep him away?” 
smiled the minister. 

“Yes, but — but — did he come?” 

“No,” Mr. Newell told her. “There was 
a train accident between Winona and Chi- 
cago. The lecture has been called off. 
God has answered your prayers.” 


Sorry She Went to Hear Him 

’ The following year another Ingersoll 
lecture was advertised in Rochester. Again 
the brothers. in question bought tickets at 
$3 per. Again the praying sister went to 
her knees. Again the lecture date arrived, 
but again there was no lecture. This time 
Ingersoll’s brother had died, and the Devil’s 
spokesman had been called to Washington, 
D. C. 


Mrs. Newell recalls that one of that 
pioneer Bible class of girls became a Bible 
teacher. herself, and now has a large Bible 
class in the national Capital. 

From Rochester Mr. and Mrs. Newell 
went to Fargo, N. D., where the husband 
had a charge. And to Fargo also came 
Ingersoll to lecture. This time the speech, 
in the mystery of God’s providence, was 
permitted. 

A neighbor friend, calling on the Newells, 
announced her intention to hear the lecture. 
The Newells expostulated. “Don’t go,” 
they urged. 

But the woman went —and was sorry! 
“I wish you had tied me to something,” 
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she said, “and prevented me from going, 
Oh, the coarse and brutal blasphemy of that 
man! I’ve had my lesson.” 

The health of a little daughter demanded 
a milder climate than Dakota, and so Mr. 
Newell answered a call to Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 

On ‘the train the first night a man in 
the third berth from Mr. and Mrs. Newell 
disturbed. them with his snoring and all- 
night drunken mumbling. 

In the morning Mr. Newell went into the 
smoking room to talk with the disturber, 
It was Robert G. Ingersoll on his way to 
speak in Helena, Mont. Their conversa- 
tion, as Mrs. Newell recalls it, was as 
follows: 

“You are Mr. Ingersoll, I believe?” 
(Ingersoll’s breath was heavy with liquor.) 

“Yes,” grunted the skeptic, “and who are 
you?” 

Mr. Newell told him, adding, “You 
greatly disturbed my Wife last night, Mr. 
Ingersoll, with your snoring. and noise.” 

“That so? Sorry. Fact is, I don’t drink 
— much, Only when I’m not feeling well 
I take a good, stiff jolt of whiskey, then 
go to bed and sleep it off. Sorry I dis- 
turbed your wife.” 

“Mr. Ingersoll,” said Newell, “you are 
a gifted man. Why do you use your talents 
to war against God?”

T WAS my expectation to write you 

sooner, but the overwhelming responsi- 
bilities incident to the Jewel Banquet, which 
the Enemy evidently wished to disrupt en- 
tirely, caused an unprecedented pressure for 
time, ... 

I do want to report how gloriously the 
difficult day of the 10th of June, our Jewel 
Banquet day, came to a successful close. 
I began it at 4 A. M., then went out at 
5, and was picking up the vegetables and 
things from the wholesale men before one 
of our men would have to go away on his 
truck to the coast. At eight I was by a 
phone and received a very surprising mes- 
sage. The cateress who was in charge of 
the dinner for 300 said, with a sob, that on 
the day before her dearest friend’s house 
had burned, and in the house her chum’s 
mother, so she had to go comfort them. 

I took time to realize that the affairs of 
a Christian are so frequently put aside 
without the showman’s pride in remember- 
ing, “The show must go on.” Why should 
an actress be so much more faithful to the 
show than a Christian to a responsibility 
accepted? But the rejoicing part to me is 
that I was not discomfited. To be quite 
honest, I may have continued to lean upon 
human help, for I knew that I had a

Then the phone rang again, — reminding 
me of Job with his messengers yet speak- 
ing,—-and ‘the second call was from the 
husband of Mrs, M., to report that she had 
been called to the bedside of her mother. 
I thought, “Then I shall have Mrs. T., or 
I shall have some one else as toastmistress 
and cook the meal myself.” But there 
was a general objection to that, so I called 
one of my prayer group, and went by to 
get one of our teachers, and God began 
to work out the difficulties. 

We secured a fine person in Mrs. S., 
who was a delightful person to have charge 
in a kitchen, and finally the young people 
had shelled 75 pounds of peas and peeled 
almost 100 pounds of potatoes, and even- 
tually 70 pounds of veal came, and then, 
six o'clock, but no word from Mrs, T., 
who had been expected since 9 A. M. 
Then in response to a messenger sent to 
her (for she had no phone), we learned 
that her ten-year-old daughter had fever, 
103 degrees, and the day before she had 
been quite well! 

This reports the tood end of the line, ex- 
cept that everything was delicious and 
served in most generous portions! I never 
ate a better dinner. 

But out in the main room where the 
tables were being placed, Kenneth M. was 
in charge of the lights which were to be 
lighted at each place. He was to have 
arrived at 8.30 A. M., but he got a job 
which he had been waiting for for weeks, 
and in order to secure it he had to go to 
work from nine to one, so he did not ar- 
rive at the church until one. None of his 
five assistants could move without him! 





(He has been studying in the electrical de- 
partment of one of the schools.) This 
delay made everything there in confusion, 
and resulted in making it exceedingly hard 
to complete the task, already a -rather 
hazardous one on such a huge affair, and 
because of Sunday school down there in 
that room on Sunday they could not begin 
until Monday! But there were 300 lights, 
and not one burned out for four hours! 

We were to have flame-colored trans- 
parent poppies, in black bowls, and the 
rain on Monday ruined the poppies! So 
the person bringing black bowls thought 
it not necessary to bring black bowls! 
Three “service cars” were to be there for 
emergency. But none of them came—all 
good excuses! 

But my reason for relating all this is 
to say that out of all of the confusion we 
had peace and joy! The young people were 
glorious, harmoniously helpful and com- 
pletely co-operative; but the trouble was 
they had to have me saying what to do 
at every moment, and I was weary by the 
time 2 A. M. came and I was finishing up 
things after the banquet. It was a stretched- 
out day, but as I looked back upon it I 
rejoiced that no one had been impatient, no 
one had even been flippant. They had sung 
songs softly, a very precious evidence of 
the fruit of the year’s studies, and fifty 
helped that day. One might have expected 
bedlam, but it seemed a foretaste of Heaven 
as far as the harmony was concerned. I 
am glad, however, that Heaven will not 
be so full of emergencies or confusion, and 
we shall have time there to talk of the 
beauties of the Lord Jesus. 

The speeches of the young people should 
be mentioned for this fact: they all so fear- 
lessly and earnestly presented the truths in 
simple and convincing fashion. Two girls 
were saved as a result, and I know that 
many were impressed. And it did look 
lovely! Down the center of the tables 
were gems of candy, made especially for, 
the occasion. These candies were to rep- 
resent jewels, — rubies, emeralds, topazes, 
amethysts, diamonds, sapphires. Hundreds. 
of them were flung along the tables, as 
from jewel cases, and with these were tiny 
rolls of thin paper on which had been typed 
gems of Scripture, rolled in bright cello- 
phane to match the cellophane jewels over 
the lights at each place.

diate agency of God. The arguments gen- 
erally urged in favor of this view are: 

“1. That it is more consistent with the 
prevailing representations of the Scripture. 
In the original account of the creation 
there is a marked distinction made between 
the body and the soul. The one is from 
the earth, the other is from God. This 
distinction is kept up throughout the Bible. 
(Zech, 12:1; Isa. 42:5; Num. 16:22; 
Heb, 12:9.) ... 

“2, The latter doctrine, also, is clearly 
most consistent with the nature of the 
soul. The soul is admitted, among Chris- 
tians, to be immaterial and spiritual. It is 
indivisible. . . .” ; 

It may perhaps be a comforting thought 
to many, who have neither the time nor 
the opportunity to go deeply into this ques- 
tion, that such an eminent theologian as 
Dr. Hodge, after a thorough study of the 
whole matter, wrote: “We may confess 
that generation, the reproduction of a new 
individual of the human race, is an inscrut- 
able mystery.” Delitzsch, a great scholar, 
“asserts that he was wrestling. with the 
subject all his life’ (Shedd). Augustine 
seems to have been undecided. “Luther, 
according to Delitzsch, was at first inclined 
to traducianism . . . but afterwards distin- 
guished the creation and infusion of the 
soul into the body as the second conception, 
from the first bodily conception” (Shedd). 

It seems probable that this is one of the 
problems on which we shall not have full 
light until we reach Heaven. But we do 
know certain facts, which we can and 
should teach our children with all confi- 
dence. The Word of God plainly reveals 
to us that the natural man is “dead in 
trespasses and sins” (Eph. 2:1); that “ex- 
cept a man be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God. .. . Ye must be born again” (John 3: 
5-7); and that only those who receive 
Christ have the “power to become the sons 
of God” (John 1: 12). 


I sometimes suspect that much of our 
feebleness of spirit may be traced to a 
secret reservation of the heart. We are 
not minded to serve God with our whole 
hearts, and therefore dare not look to him 
to bless and help us in our whole lives.—~

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
ROM the study of the glory of the 
Gospel in the lives of women we 
turn to the study of the glory of the 

Gospel in children and young people? Christ 

alone can satisfy the longings of young 

people for real life and. give to them a 

challenge more than adequate to their gifts 

and their energy. This is the message of 
the life of Timothy, one of the most priv- 
ileged young men who ever lived. A real 
revival has. begun among young people in 
various sections. To promote that revival, 
and to guide the young people in their 

Christian service, nothing could be better 

than the study of all that Paul wrote to 

his spiritual son Timothy. 

The Historical Setting 

Paul probably led Timothy to Christ on 
his first missionary journey, at Lystra, 
about A. D. 48. He took him with him 
on his second journey, perhaps three years 
later. The second letter to Timothy was 

the last Paul wrote, probably in A D. 67.

The Heart of the Lesson 

One word in our lesson gives the key 
to Paul’s instructions to Timothy: the word 
“deposit.” There was that which Paul 
committed unto Christ —his deposit; and 
this is also Timothy’s deposit, and ours. 
Christ is able to guard what we have com- 
mitted unto him, against the glorious day 
of his coming and the completion of our 
salvation. ‘The Christian servant, there- 
fore, has a heart at leisure from himself 
to pour out his service for others. 

There is a deposit that God committed 
to Timothy: his precious Word, that mes- 
sage that burned like a passion in the heart 
of Paul and conditioned all his living and 
thinking and action. Timothy is to guard 
that deposit, by giving all diligence to pre- 
sent himself approved unto God (whether 
unto men or not), a workman needing not 
to be ashamed of his work, because he han- 
dies aright the Word of truth, this precious 
deposit. But Timothy was weak in body, 
with a timid disposition, inclined to lean 
on Paul. What if he fail in that guarding? 
The answer is a glorious one, in a sentence 
that nearly all of our theological educators 
have neglected, or ignored entirely: Tim- 
othy is to guard it by the Holy Spirit, who 
is living within him.

of those true seminaries and Bible schools 
training the young after Paul’s method. 
Pray for them and support them. 


Timothy’s Qualities. Timothy was a 
young man of high qualities and of sincere 
faith, one who drew forth the deepest love 
of Paul. He made a good confession (1 
Tim. 6:12), was well reported of by the 
brethren (Acts 16:2), was a good minister 
of Christ (1 Tim. 4:6). He was not 
robust in hody (1 Tim 5:23), and heavy 
spiritual responsibilities were put upon him 
while he was quite young (1 Tim. 4:12). 
When other leaders were seeking their own 
interests, so that Paul could not depend on 
them, Timothy stood true and was Paul’s 
deputy (Phil. 2: 19-23; 1 Cor. 4:17; Acts 
17:15; 18:5). With all these admirable 
qualities, Timothy evidently lacked the 
dynamic force of Paul, and needed to stir 
up his gift and be saved from timidity and 
slothfulness. But we are not to exagger- 
ate these weaknesses, for the strong ex- 
hortations of Paul are. intended to save him 
from any compromise and hold him stedfast 
in a time of desperate spiritual need. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Stir into flame the gift of God! Every 
Christian has been granted gifts of the 
Holy Spirit (Eph. 4:7; Rom. 12: 3-6; 1 
Cor. 12: 1-7). It-is ours to stir them up 
by diligent use, earnest prayer, and eager 
zeal for growth in grace and service for 
Christ. 


Be good soldiers of Christ. Yield com- 
pletely to his control, endure hardship, obey 
him and fight the good fight of faith. 


Young people, heed the counsel of wise, 
older Christians. 

Handle aright the Word of truth. Study 
the Bible systematically. Learn the right 
principles of interpretation. Use it as the 
sword of the Spirit to win souls for Christ, 
to put to flight the enemy, and use it to 
build ‘up Christians, 

Young people, love not the world. In 
an age of loose morals and low standards 
of purity, the call to young Timothys to- 
day is to separate from the world and live 
according to God’s standards of purity 
(Psa. 119: 9; 1 John 2: 15-17). 


Face the call for full-time service and 
foreign. missions. - Christian young people

I would 
have him sleep with me on the filthy ex- 
cuse for a bed, and with me fight the ver- 
min which abound there.” Then, as if fear- 
ful that his words might be interpreted 
as a complaint, he added, with flashing eye: 
“But how I wish I could go back to it 
all tomorrow! Did your friend say knee- 
deep in clover? He was wrong! The 
missionary is soul-deep in clover, for God 
is with him, and his life is so ffill of peace 
that he understands the message of Paul to 
the Colossians, ‘Now I rejoice in my suffer- 
ings for your sake.’ Yes, I wish I could 
go back tomorrow.”—From an editorial in 
Forward, Sent by Alice L. Cary, Dayton, 
Ohio.

The Girl.—The unfeigned faith . .. 
which dwelt first in. thy grandmother ... 
and thy mother (2 Tim. 1:5). - One day 
I was riding with the son of one of the 
best known men of the country. His father 
was being subjected to much unjust criti- 
cism by a certain female muckraker, 
Which carping criticism was later turned 
to praise and honor when facts became 
known. I said to my companion, “George, 
knowing the sort of son you-are, I do not 
believe one word of this magazine rot about 
your father. Bad fathers do not raise 


‘good sons,” 
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George reached over arid put- 
ting his hand upon my knee said most 
significantly, “Ridgway, I have a most won- 
derful mother !” 

Oh, these wonderful mothers and grand- 
mothers of ours. They are the secret of 
what is best in most of us. But tell us 
this, who was Timothy’s father and grand- 
father? No one knows. The Holy Spirit 
did not think him important enough to 
name, They had as little to do with the 
making of Timothy as lots of dads and 
granddads today. 

In that family, as in perhaps yours, Tim- 
othy got words like these: “What does 
your mother say?” “What does your 
mother want you to do?” “If your mother 
says it’s all right, it will be O. K. with 
me.” “If your mother agrees, I guess you 
can go.” It is only when we are “naughty,” 
dear old mother would threaten, “If you 
don’t behave, I’ll tell your father.” 

To be sure there are exceptional fathers, 
but I am talking about most of us. It is 
the good qualities of the mother which are 
apt to get into the system of the boy. This 
is the reason the smart young fellow should 
pick a wife for character first (Prov. 31: 
10-31). 


The Four Square Young Man.—For 
God hath not given us the spirit of fear; 
but of power, and of love, and of a sound 
mind (v. 7). Fearless. Masterful. Lov- 
able. Smart. This is Paul’s idea of a 
four square young man. He seems to be 
using it to measure up the one who is to 
carry on his work when the ax of Cesar, 
just about to fall, should send him to be 
forever present with his Lord. 

A writer in Harper’s Magazine for 
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March, 1933, gives the following as eight 
abilities every young man should have: 

Swim Ride a horse 

Cook Drive a car 

Typewrite Make a speech 

Box Speak a language 
(My grandsons say they are “half way” 
up this ladder.) 

Does anyone doubt that a youth trained 
by a man like Paul, an old soldier, would 
not be proficient in all these things, plus a 
whole lot more—or their first century 
equivalents. 

The boys in our family have only one 
fear. That of being “Sissy.” One day I 
said to Bill, “Do you know that boy who 
lives near you?” “No,” he replied, “and 
that’s not all of it.’ ‘“What’s the matter 
with him, he seems like a nice little fel- 
low?” “Qh, he’s a Pansy,” was the con- 
temptuous reply. I discovered a “Pansy’’ 
was another name for a “Sis.” Timothy 
was no “Pansy.” Even should he have 
had a natural shrinking from the rough and 
tumble of that early missionary travel, as 
Gid John Mark, he would have had it all 
knocked out of him by Paul’s usual rough- 
house receptions. 

I feel pretty sure when little Tim went 
out with the other Greek and Jewish boys, 
neither mother Eunice nor grandma Lois 
said, “Hang your clothes on a hickory limb, 
but don’t go near the water.” Many a fine 
boy has been made one of Bill’s “Pansies” 
by a too doting mother or grandmother. 
We know Timothy was a_ red-blooded 
young man by the very way Paul wrote 
him (2 Tim. 2: 1-4). 


Sound Words.—Hold fast the form of 
sound words, which thou hast heard of me, 
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Lesson for September 15 


in faith and love (v. 13). “Form of sound 
words” is an unusual expression. . “What 
is the meaning?” I asked. The rest of the 
verse told me, “which thou hast heard of 
me.” Turn back to any of Paul’s letters, 
Philippians, for example, and you will 
know what “the form of sound words” is. 

‘One day I was with a good friend who 
had become a leading member of one of 
the modern cults. “Tell me what this 
new religion of yours is,” I said, “I have 
a curiosity to know something about it.” 
That smart and intelligent man, head of 
the greatest company in its line, talked 
to me for a whole hour. When he finished 
I knew but little more than before. I gath- 
ered that “Love” was an important ingre- 
dient in the prescription, but I was not 
altogether clear as to just how. 

But let us turn to First Corinthians, thir- 
teenth chapter, and listen to Timothy’s pre- 
ceptor Paul. There, in that passage from 
Holy Writ, is a fine example of “the form 
of sound words.” In one of the Bab Bal- 
lads, Gilbert, in speaking of certain poetry, 
has these lines, 

It is certainly very pretty 
But I don’t know what it means. 

Lots of fine writing makes me think of 
these lines. Many a good book gathers 
dust upon library shelves because it does 
not have “the form of sound words.” Get 
the dictionary and you will find “sound” 
means, “Laid on with force,” also “Founded 
on truth and right.’ Now you can know 
what Paul was telling his young assistant 
and successor. “OQ Timothy, my son, see 
that thy words are founded on truth and 
right, and then lay them on with force 
as you have heard me do.” For one, I 
have no doubt this is exactly what the 
Bishop of Ephesus did.

Discussion: What are some of the things 

that Satan is using today to break down 


a fellow’s resistance and make him untrue 
to Jesus Christ. 


Objective: Standing steadfast. 


AY, fellows, I am sure the Lord must 

have had you very specially in mind 
when he permitted Timothy to have such 
a unique place in his Word. There is fre- 
quent mention of Timothy in Acts and in 
Paul’s letters; and there are two complete 
Epistles addressed directly to him by the 
great apostle. Yet you do not see re- 
corded a word that Timothy spoke, nor 
an act that Timothy performed, aside from 
the incidental mentions that he went, he 
came, he fetched, he took, he waited, he 
believed, he joined, he accompanied, Just 
those very ordinary, very commonplace 
things — but always in connection with 
Paul and always a depended-upon helper 
to Paul. Timothy did odd jobs for Paul, 
and went on errands for him. Whenever 
there was some very necessary service de- 
sired, yet inconspicuous, carrying no special 
honor and bringing no pay, Paul called on 
Timothy, because he knew Timothy. was 
right there with a willing heart and hand 
and could be counted on to “do it now and 
do it right.” 

Paul loved Timothy very much. He 
called him ‘his “son in the Gospel.” He 
had won Timothy to Jesus Christ and from 
that time on he was Timothy’s devoted 
teacher and friend. The last letter Paul 
wrote was addressed to this beloved pupil 


_ and fellow worker in the bonds of Christ. 


It is because of this record of the fine 
counsels given by Paul to Timothy that I 
am saying I believe the Lord had you spe- 
cially in mind. I have just received a let- 
ter from a Christian mother living in Lon- 
don. She is very much concerned for her 
son as Paul was concerned for Timothy, 
and the conditions are much the same, ex- 
cept that her son is not a minister or a 
missionary. He has a good business posi- 
tion that takes him into foreign lands 
among people of wealth and in high places ; 
but it is a godless atmosphere he has to 
breathe continually, and he is absolutely 
cut off from all Christian fellowship. The 
pressure of the world is great —like high 
running seas; the spark of faith must keep 
bright to make ‘the' anchor hold and save 
him from shipwreck. Like Timothy, he

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has a godly mother. If he is true to his 
Bible and prayer, God will let Paul say 
to him those same living words he said to 
“O Timothy, keep that which 
is committed to thy trust, avoiding profane 
and vain babblings, and oppositions of sci- 
ence falsely so called” (1 Tim.

“Thou therefore endure hardness, as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ.

1. Like Samuel, the child of Christian par- 
ents should be dedicated to the Lord before he 
is born, and trained in the way of the Lord as 
soon as his baby mind is able to grasp any- 
thing. 

2. As soon as he accepts the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour, realizing that he is a 
sinner, and needs a Saviour. Christ himself 
said, “Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not: for of such is the 
kingdom of God” (Mark 10: 14). 

. His grandmother and mother were both 
nelly women, and he was carefully taught in 
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the Scriptures. of the Old: Testament by: them 


(2 Tim. 3: 15). 

4. When Paul visited Lystra, and heard 
good reports of Timothy from other Christians 
(Acts 16: 1-3). a 

5. His name is joined with Paul’s in six 
of the Epistles. Paul addressed two of his 
Epistles to Timothy. Paul considered him 
as an adopted son, with an affectionate rela- 
tionship in the work closer than any other. 
Paul sent Timothy as his deputy to a number 
of the churches (Phil. 2:19; 1 Thess. 3: 2; 
1 Tim. 1:2; 1 Cor. 4:17; 16: 10). 

6. Timothy was evidently not so much a set- 
tled pastor as the special apostolic representa- 
tive of Paul, to instruct the church officers 
and to set things in order. However, the 
duties of a pastor today include many of the 
things that Paul enjoined upon Timothy. (See 
references given in preceding arswer.) 

7. Paul refers twice to this danger that 
Timothy be despised (1 Cor. 16:10, 113 1 
Tim. 4:12; cf. also Titus 2:15). This was 
due partly to his youth, partly to the fact that 
he was not an apostle, partly to his timidity, 
but also to the fact that even Paul had to 
contend for his authority and he himself was 
despisec by some. 

8. False teaching, like our “Modernism” ; 
worldliness, including youthful lusts and love 
of the world and of money; a form of godli- 
ness without power. 

9. All are called to be Christian workers, 
but not to give their whole time to the work 
and be supported by it. Christians in busi- 
ness and in professions may just as con- 
secrated to the Lord as those called for full- 
time service. 

10. The Lord guides each life, whether ‘one 
stays at home or goes to the mission field. But 
it is a terrible mistake to take for granted that 
one is to stay at home without earnestly facing 
first the call to the mission field.

- Education, and 
peace conferences, and interracial discus- 
sions have their place, and are not to be 
minimized in the matter of creating a better 
understanding between races, But they are 
inadequate, when it comes to dealing with 
the root of the whole matter, — the human 
heart.

Let us see some of the reasons for race 
hatred. We may list misunderstanding, 
suspicion, pride, selfishness, and greed as 
contributing factors to race hatred. -Per- 
haps you can think of others that should 
be included. 

It might be helpful to assign different 
members of your group a few minutes’ 
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presentation of how some of these factors 
have entered into present-day racial ani- 
mosities, such as that between the Aryan 
and Jewish races in Germany, the Italians 
and Ethiopians, America and Japan, and 
the white and black races in the United 
States, 

Efforts toward a better understanding 
can sometimes remove prejudices and sus- 
picion, but only God can transform the 
heart and replace pride, selfishness, and 
greed with love, true humility, and un- 
selfishness. Hence the missionary efforts 
of the Christian church have ever been 
the greatest factor in combating race 
hatred. Where the teachings of the Lord 
Jesus have been forgotten or ignored race 
hatred has ever flourished. 

Yet there are some today who tell us 
that our missionary efforts should not in- 
clude any condemnation of heathen relig- 
ions. We should see good in all religions, 
they tell us, and understand that all are 
paths to God. Peter and Paul and Barna- 
bas preached no such Gospel. When Peter 
went into the house of Cornelius, the Ro- 
man centurion mentioned in our Scripture 
lesson for this week, he'did not pat him 
on the back and tell him that he was.all 
right, just to keep on doing the best he 
could, Not at all! He preached Christ as 
the only Saviour for those of every race 
and color. It took a transformation in 
Peter’s own heart, before he could preach 
that God was no respecter of persons. But 
the revelation that God gave Peter of this 
great truth also included that God’s Son 
is the only Saviour for those of every race 
and color. . 

Let us be sure then that in our efforts 
to understand and appreciate those of other 
races we do not emasculate the Gospel, or 
make any apology for presenting Christ as 
the only hope of the world.

But we shall miss the great benefit of 
a topic such as this, if we do not consider 
also the interrace problems. in our own 
community. It is well enough for us to 
talk about the proper treatment of Ethiopia 
by Italy.. But what about the proper treat- 
ment of the members of the black race in 
our Own community? Are there those of 
any other race living near us that are be- 
ing treated unfairly? What is our own 
attitude toward those of other races, as we 
come in contact with them at work, or rid- 
ing on trains and trolleys? Do we show 
true Christian consideration ‘and love for 
these? God can give us such a love if we 
will let him. Will you?

T WAS beneath a sky of misted blue 

that I motored up from Jacksonville 
to the edge of the Okefinokee Swamp, 
after convincing two separate patrols at 
the Georgia border that there were no 
Mediterranean fruit flies nor Texas ticks 
on me. 

I stopped for dinner at the log cabin of 
John Hopkins, who is not only the best 
shot but the best cook in the Okefinokee. 

During the meal I heard all of the latest 
gossip of the Swamp. John’s father had 
celebrated his seventy-ninth birthday by 
killing the second largest bear of his ‘life. 
A wandering pot-hunter had brought in an 
ivory-billed woodpecker. Bud Drury had 
shot a panther seven feet long, and John 
showed me the pelt and told me its mate 
was still at large. 

“If you hear a woman screaming in the 
swamp as if she were getting her throat 
cut with a dull knife — that’s the painter,” 
he advised me. 





With Bud, my guide, I reached Floyd’s 


Island in the middle of the swamp, late in 
the afternoon and found Uncle Billy, who 
has charge of the island, waiting for us. 
As we followed him along the trail which 
led to the cabin a few scattered companies 
of American egrets flapped through the air, 
with black, paddled feet held primly to- 
gether. Then, from above the tree tops, 
came the call of a sandhill crane, something 
like the note of a tree toad magnified many 
times, and a pair of those wary birds passed 
high overhead, their. long necks and legs 
thrust out woodenly, while through my field 
glasses I could see their round, black eyes 
and: bald heads.

As Uncle Billy remarked on 
that occasion: 

“He ain’t went, he am flown.” 

I don’t remember touching the ground 
once until I came around a bend in the

cook fire. As for the panther, he un- 
doubtedly realized that he was not in my 
class as a sprinter, for I heard nothing 
more from him. 

When my breath came again. I saun- 
tered over to Uncle Billy and told him a 
part of what had happened. 

The old man was only mildly interested. 

“Painters allers follow you, but they 
don’t never do you no harm unless they 
think you’re scared,” he assured me, “Don’t 
never run from ’em.” 

“No, indeed,” I agreed.

Since the first leaflets 
were published in February, 1910, millions

He went to be 
with Christ before his prayers were an- 
swered. The new Director, unaware of 
this prayer-burden of Thomas Stephens, 
came to this office with an overwhelming 
burden for prayer conferences. After 
twenty such conferences had been held, a 
notation of the founder’s special concern 
for these conferences was discovered. Con- 
ferences have already been held in over 
one hundred cities, the last conference tour 
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covering over 15,000 miles. God’s gracious 
hand appears in the movement and calls 
us to united, continuing prayer for his 
continuing blessing. 

The supreme purpose for which God has 
brought us all into. fellowship in the Great 
Commission Prayer League is this: To 
help stimulate prevailing intercession for 
world-wide revival in the body of Christ, 
@ world-wide awakening among the un- 
saved, and world-wide distribution of prayer 
and soul-winning bulletins and tracts.

The scene of Paul’s greatest sufferings 
became the center of his greatest triumph 
(2 Tim. 3: 10-12; 2 Cor. 1:8). God makes 
-the wrath of man to praise him. The mar- 
tyrdom of the Stams, at the hands of Chi- 
mese “Reds,” has become a challenge to 
Christian youth. Often the place of bit- 
terest agony becomes the scene of greatest 
victory. Timothy, fully knowing Paul’s 
persecutions and. afflictions, unhesitatingly 
yielded to God’s call, Pray thai, through 
the blessing of God, Columbia Bible Col- 
lege (S. C.) may have a wonderful year. 
Tues.—2 Timothy 1 : 1-14. 

Paul’s Charge to Timothy. 

Prayer SUGGESTIONS: To young minis- 
ters, Timothy’s “marching orders” have be- 
come a heavenly charge. Let every servant 
of Christ “stir up the gift of God” that is 
in him; “hold fast the form of sound 
words”; and keep “that good thing” com- 
mitted unto him by the Holy Ghost.

Thurs.—2 Timothy 23: 14-26. A Good Workman. 

Prayer Succastiens: A_ Christian 
should be “a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed.”

Hymeneus and 
Philetus “overthrew the faith of some,” 
but Timothy strengthened faith. Guard 
against things which destroy witnessing:

Fri.—2 Timothy 4:1-8. A Good Preacher. 
Prayer SuGcesTions: The Gospel is a 
message of convicting and converting power 
through a Spirit-filled ministry. Such men 
are truly “good ministers of Jesus Christ.” 
God-ordained* results -come. through God- 
directed men. If you are commissioned, 
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seek to be empowered. Plain, clear, Bib- 
lical, bold, serious, earnest, ahd affectionate 
preaching -will -be effective.
